He is willing, as Paul was, that we 
should have full use of our powers, which 
Heaven knows are small enough for all that 
has to be b rne and done in this laborious 
world. Strange argument to qnicken those 
dull toils which even good men call secular 
and worldly!—strange charm to speed the 
plow, to guide the ship, to hasten every day's 
trium t labors through its full tale of ani- 
ma hours! “ Whatsover you do, do it 
heartily, as unto the Lord, and not unto men.”

Party Politics an Evil in Local Blec- 
tions. 

The result of the Republican meeting, on 
Saturday evening, has confirmed the convic- 
tions of those who have all along believed the 
practical wisdom of the masses in their decis- 
ions, when truths are fairly laid before them. 
We hail it as a hopeful sign of future prosper- 
ity, and as a sure guarrantee of a good local 
government, when a large and influential 
national party agree to lay aside all mere party 
issues in regard to the general welfare of the 
city in which they live, and where all the inter- 
ests that immediately affects them are con- 
centrated. 

An¢ it is right; for of what advantage can 
it be to this city—viewing it merely as an 


gains the ascendency? We have invariably 
contended for detaching our local issues from 
identification with those of more general polit- 
ical objects, that give the names and charac- 
teristics to great national parties; and it 
seems peculiarly appropriate that San Fran- 
cisco, having suffered under the dominance of 
corrupt officials and still more vicious agents, 
—though possessing, probably, amid much 
which is base and worthless, a greater aggre- 
gate of intelligence than most communities. 
should be foremost in setting this example— 
in evincing this true republican idea in her 
municipal government. 

The history of all republics shows that to 
this cause—to the adoption of party names, 
whether of individual or political ideas,—is to 
be attributed their decline and downfall. Wit- 
ness the fate of the Grecian democracies, 
which Philip contrived first to distract, by 
internal party divisions, and then to conquor : 
of the Italian republics, with their parties of 
Guelphs and Ghibbellines—the embodiment of 
two great political ideas—and whose contests, 
influenced by the emperors, the popes and the 
nobles, were the indubitable cause of the sub- 
version of the liberties of the people—to an 
iron-hearted aristocracy, as in Venice, or, toa 
military despotism, as in Milun, Florance and 
Pisa. And this is a natural consequence, 
where the masses are attached to and influ- 
enced solely by party leaders. 

The advent of a party is the foundation— 
its perpetuation, the entailment—of a politi- 
cal aristocracy, whose immediate interests are 
not identified with the general good, but with 
the success of the party to which they belong. 

That there will be differences as to particu- 
lar measures, in small as in great bodies, is but 
to say that men do not usually all see alike; 
but that is another thing than the blind adhe- 
rence, coute qui coule, to party differeuces which | 
do not concern local affairs. Lo be identified 
with a permanent national party organization, 
and to import that idea into acts of municipal 
duty, is widely different from a temporary asso- 
ciation of citizens, who may agree to carry out 
any particular measure of civic regulation or 
management, and combine for that purpose. 

What is the real difference whether the pub- 
lle funds are misapplied by a whig or a demo- 
crat? What does it signify to the unfortu- 
nate client, who suffers thrugh the partiality or 
incompetency of a judge, to what party ‘he |: 
belongs! ; 

In the halls of our national congress, part 
rivalry may be useful in securing a . 
degree of honesty in the administration of 
public business; but, in a municipal body, 
where every man is personally interested in 
affairs of which he is, or may be, immediately 
cognizant—where every tax-payer is directly 
affected by the acts of the public officers, no 
such espionage is needed. The pocket will, in 
general, be sufficiently sensitive to prevent any 
great abuses if a mistaken idea of honor— 
fidelity to party—does not interfere to prevent 
their exposure. 

The reasons are abundant why party influ- 
ences should not control local government. 
Party looks to smartness, to intelligence, to in- 
tellectual superiority, as a means to ensure suc- 
cess—to brilliant talents and forensic ability. 
The people in a circumscribed locality require 
simple business integrity, plain practical com- 
mon seuse, impartiality, and that general local 
knowledge which would be but a poor recom- 
mendation to the suffrages of a national party. 
This is the reason—the predominance of 
party influences that so many of our local 
offices have been heretofore filled by lawyers 
and prof: ssional politicians, to the almost en- 
tire exclusion of practical business men. 

This party interference in local managements 
is moreover, a source of considerable unneces- 
sary irritation and ill feeling. In this city, for 
instance, the population is composed of indi- 
vidaale from almost every civilized country in 
the world, but all living togetber under the 
same institutions, and having similar local in 
terests, whatever creed they may profess, or 
from whatever nation they may have come, and 
it is the generous intention aud genious of our 
institutions, and our true policy—locally con- 
sidered—to amalgamate thesc individuals with 
the general body of citizens, providing they 
are legally entitled to the privilege. As Am- 
erican citizéns, it is generally conceded that 
they are entitled to equal local privileges what-

But more thun this, 
it enlarges personal acquaintance. It does a 
man good to be among men that excel him.— 
In the one case it kindies a laudable pride, in 
the other it strengthens that magnanimity which 
gives to others their due. Besides, if the far- 
mer * stays at home on his farm, he be- 
comes dull and dried up, like a summer field. 
to that nothing will sprout any more in his 
mind, he therefore wants above all other men, 
to be irrigated by sovial influences, to know 
wen and mingle with them, so as to hold 4 
place in the living world and be exercised by 
its ideas and aspirations. The gain at each 
. gathering may not be sudden or per- 
ceptible, but drops continued will in time fill 
the lar reservoir. The improved farmer 
too, will be a citizen quite as much improved. 
There is no contribution to the welfare of so- 
ciety, or the advancement of a State so great 
as that which adds dignity to labor. But there 


is no dignity in that labor which only wears a | 


man out. bor is dignified when it dignifies 
the man himself, shows him rising in many 
qualities and preparing to fill a higher lace 
in the confidence and social estimation of his 
fellow men. 

It should be a source of pride and gratifica- 
tion, citizens of California, that our lot has 
been cast in a State whose resources are 80 
vast and various. and so bappily represented 
in these Halls. Never before was there a com 
monWwealth Only six years old, (for that is the 
age of our agricultural life) that could furnish 
such an exhibition. 

What then, js to be our future? We can 
ask no hetter pledge than what is here before 
us. We have a State large enough to include 
within its ample boundaries all New England, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Maryland, but more than “this, its 
"Golden depth is an important item of its meas- 
urement. Our timbered lands are equal in ex- 
tent and more than equal to the States of 
Maine and New Hampshire. Our = ion 
is equal to the States of Vermont, Massachus- 
etts, and Rhode Island. Our ag- 
ricultural and grazing surface, to the States of 
New York, New Jersey and Maryland. Hav- 
ing such a vast extent of productive territory, 
(and none is more uctive in the world) what 
then is to be the future extent of its popula- 
tion? How vast the increase must be is fur- 
ther evident in the fact, that while it is now 
the second State in territorial extent, it is 
only the twenty-eighth in population. e 
have also a smaller amount of improyed lands 
than avy other State in the Union, and in that 
view, as much greater prospect of increase. 
We can even ask the world to come and take 
every man a farm, and by the time we get a 
across continent, we shall 
see them may 1 

As regards the rate of production per acre, 
our soil 8 that of any other in the 
world. Small as the amount is of our improv- 
ed lands, we already raise breadstuffs to feed 
our population and to export a large surplus. 
We excel every other of the States in the pro- 
duction of barley. The amount raised this 
year is worth more at present prices, than the 
entire of all the other States in 1850. 
We are the first State in the Union in the 
production of the grape wine, which is destined 
ere long to be one of staple articles of export. 
Our native wine already bears a higher price 
in our market than the imported article. The 
grape in all its varieties is better adapted to 
our soil and — than * any other, as the 
average yi the vinyards, already engaged 
in — sufficiently show. Heat, it is 
well nigh certain that wine will be produced 
here in a few years, in such abundance, as to 
more than supply our market. Such a result 
is not to be deprecated as a probable injury to 
public morals, for it is a well established ‘ 
that the common use of pure wine, is not dan-

I think I was to go with you into the mam- 
moth tent (so called,) the last department we 
will visit. ‘This tent is occupied by agriculta- 
ral implements and mechanical contrivances, 
and is also the apartment in which the meetings 
of the Agricultural Society are held. Here 
are deposited some highly finished buggies and 
express wagons, from Francisco. 
are large wheeled, ornamented b’hoy affairs ; 
such-as fast nags are wont to travel with; a 
beautiful double barness, light and neatly made, 
also from San Francisco. On one side of the 
room stands a model of a suspension bri 
curious in contrivance, and apparently all its 
inventor claims. Various articles from a 
Francisco brass foundry, such as torches, locks, 
keys, &c. Bryant & Co. have a great variety 
of hydraulic apparatus. Tubbs & Co., speci- 
mens of Manila rope from their cordage manu 
factory at the Potrero. Some eight or ten 
different ploughs from San Francisco, Sacra- 
mento, Santa Clara and Stockton; a “ gang 
plough,” so called, and working three shares at 
one time. The old seemed to pay most 
attention to the ploughs, and some honest fist 
was grasping the handles continually. “ This 

lough is all right as the beam, but the 
— are so set that a feller is too far off from 
his work. That plough wont do in stubble.” 
In fact quite a convention of farmers was 
gathered about the ploughs for three days. 
We then came to the horse rakes and seed 
sowers. One for sowing seed in drills, but a 
complicated affair; another for broad-cast sow- 
ing; {a model only exhibited) ‘This consisted of 
rollers and straps, little apartments, &c., which, 
although looked well enough in the tent, I 
should prefer to see tried in a field. Another 
broad-cast sowing machine with harrow attach- 
ed, seemed to be nearer to the views of the far- 
mers. ‘The machinery was very simple, in fact 
it could be got up by any workmen. This ma- 
chine, it wassaid, would be set at work at the 
ploughing match. Churns, in many varieties, 
were scattered about, and about them and the 
washing machines, were clustered the farmer's 
wives and rosy-cheeked daughters, having left 
their husbands and sires at the ploughs. 

This brief review I think, comprises what 
was of interest at the Hall of Exhibition.

Juvenile Delinquency.. 

The excitement of parties in their prepar- 
ation for the election contest, affords little op- 
portunity for the consideration of those public 
duties, which the several candidates for office 
are so zealously anxious to assume. It is nev- 
ertheless necessary, that various subjects con- 
nected with the moral and social condition of 
city, should receive the serious attention of 
those, whose duty it may hereafter become to 
investigate the causes of admitted social evils, 
and to decide upon the application of reme- 
dies. 

Prominent among these interesting ques- 
tions, ia that of the repression of juvenile de- 
-linquency, which we are pained to perceive is 
gradually but steadily increasing. Unfortu 
ately, the official records do not afford the op- 
portunity for statistical accuracy, but the 
large number of youths who are charged with 
petty offences, is only too apparent to any one 
attending our Police Court. A ramble along 
our quays and through our back strerts, will 
satisfy any reflecting mind of the social results 
which must inevitably follow the habits, and 
social condition of a large portion of our 
javenile population. Absolute idleness, or 
very desultory occupations charactcrise a large 
class, who, either not having parents, or having 
such as they had better be withont, are fast 
preparing for criminal practices and being con- 
verted into moral pests. We cannot in justice 
charge these consequences upon the unfortun- 
ate juveniles themselves. They are, in most 
eases, the victims of circumstances over which 
they had no control whatever. Some have 
been left orphans; but the majority are the 
children of parents, who, having become dis- 
solute themselves, have left their off-spring to 
wander upon the streets uncontrolled and un- 
disciplined, ragged and ignorant—a most diffi- 
cult class to deal with, but one that must be 
attended to, if we wish to avoid the social 
consequences exhibited in almost every pop- 
ulous city, whether on this continent or iu 
Europe. 

To be forewarned, is to be fore- armed; and, 
the social condition of New York, or of Liver- 
pool, in this respect, is of sufficient signifi- 
cant to induce the serious attention of the 
community, of a sea-port, which in respect of 
moral influence, is more unfavorably circum- 
stanced than either of those sea ports, to an 
evil, which the longer it is left unattacked, will 
be more difficult of removal. and now, whilst 
our social condition is a subject of daily scru- 
tiny and discussion, it is important that this 
branch should not be overlooked; for, not only 
does a wise prevision dictate the necessity, 
but common humanity and justice demands 
the adoption of some measures to rescue this 
interesting class from moral destruction. 

As we have said, they can scarcely be held 
responsible ;—themselves the sufferers from 
previous social neglects. “Gaol doors gape, and 
gallows loom for thousands” in our crowded 
cities, who have never had a fair opportunity 
to become virtuous. Harsh and drunken pa- 
rents, or the dispensations of Providence, have 
driven many a child in this city to wander, dur- 
ing the day, a vagabond through the streets, 
and to sleep at night in cellars, dry goods box- 
es, or any shelter available. 

True, we have public schools, but unaccus- 
tomed to discipline, and with no recognised 
controling influence, they are unwilling to at- 
tend, even if the remnant of self-respect they 
still possess did not prevent them appearing in 
their ragged clothes among other children 
more decently clad. In some large cities in 
England, and in the eastern States, “ ragged 
schools have been very effective in diminish- 
ing the numbers of this class; but there, society 
is on a more settled and orderly basis, and in- 
fluences are brought to bear which are not 
available here. | 

The only effective remedy which snggests it- 
self to us, is the establishment of “ Houses 
of Refuge,” to which, by a legalized compul- 
sory power, boys found leading vagrant lives 
could be sent, and by being placed under prop- 
er surveillance and discipline, be taught some 
useful trade, educatedfand become useful mem- 
bers of society. N 

The establishment of such an institution, 

would be found to be a measure of wise econo- 
my. The original outlay would be the only 
actual expense, and that in time, might be 
liquidated by the earnings of the inmates. In 
all other respects it would, or ought to be, self- 
supporting. 
The loss to the community, by one of these 
vagrant boys in actual depredations, must be 
very great, and when to this is added, the mor- 
al and social consequences produced by such 
an example sed influence, the injury becomes 
fearfully magnified. 

It is not our purpose to propound any de- 
tailed scheme in connection with this subject 
at present. To call public attention to it, we 
felt a duty; and the new era, which we hope 
to see commenced in our local management, 
could not be better inaugurated, than by the 
establishment of an institution so merciful and 
so much needed.

Labor is high, in this State, but it will, and it 
is better, that it should, become lower ; for, it is 
certainly better for a man to have full employ- 
ment at three dollars per day, than half employ- 
ment at four. We have said that labor will 
become lower—that is, nominally. The actual 
amount earned, we believe, will never be lower 
than at present; and by a singular, but admi- 
rable compensating providence, the peculiar 
advantages of position, and richness of her soil, 
more than counterbalanees the difference of 
wages. For these, and other economical rea- 
sons, we hope to see increasing attention paid 
to Agriculture in our State; for when pecun- 
iary advantages can be obtained by means 
conducive to moral ends, it becomes no less our 
daty than our interest to, aid in their extension. 
We therefore rejoice to witness the progress 
and success of an inatitution, so eminently cal- 
culated to develop the resources of the State, 
and to secure those moral advantages, which 
attend invariably on industrial pursuits, and 
more particularly that of husbandry. 


Vigilance Committee Men and the Bx- 
iles’’ in New York. 

The New York papers contain accounss of 
the arrest of Mr. Wm. T. Coleman, President 
of the Vigilance Committee, on the affidavit 
of J. R. Maloney, and of a brutal assault up- 
on another member of that Commitiee, who 
was crippled and on crutches, and therefore fur- 
nished a safe mark for the exercise of a coward- 


ly revenge. 

Such modes of retaliation are characteristic 
of the faction with which these scoundrels ure 
identified. ‘The spoils of office being no longer 
available, nur the lucrative employment of bal- 
lot-box stuffing, one seeks indemnification from 
the honest earnings of a man who has labored 
for the good of the State, which will no longer 
tolerate the nefarious doings of these miscre- 
ants; and one of those patriotic men who 
is unable to defend himself, is selected as an ob- 
ject of ruffiunly revenge, by another of the same 
gang of marauders whose removal from the 
State would alone entitle the Committee to the 
gratitude of all good citizens. 

Such outrages cannot fail to show to the citi- 
zens of New York, the true character of these 
“exiles.” They are but a further justification 
of the acts of the committee, in the removal of 
such infamous characters, from a place, where 
by various combinations and “ arragements,” 
they had become positively dangerous, to the 
liberties of the people. The audacious asser- 
tions with which Maloney seeks, in his affida- 
vit to prove, the extent of his pecuniary losses, 
by the removal from this State, will hardly as- 
tonish any one, who knows the unserupulous 
character of that gang of raffians, in which he 
was a promfnent actor, but we had no notion, 
until we are assured upon his solemn oath, 
that ballot-box stuffers and election bullies were 
so well rewarded ; for as he had no other occu- 
pation except his militia appointment, and 
never had any legitimate business that any one 
knows of except as a liquor dealer for a few 
months in this city, we must presume he refers 
to these congenial occupations, when we find 
that his arrangements, the benefit of his ex- 
perience and the relat uns he had formed ” jus- 
tify him in swearing that he “ would not have 
been removed from California for less than one 
hundred thousand dollars.” 

Verily, he must have been a valuable instru-

Here we are hanging 
over a gulf a thousand feet down; here a bluff 
a thousand feet high frowns above us; here 
our view stretches a hundred miles to tbe east ;

horizon on the west. But still we go on and 
on, up and down ; the „ however, far out- 
numbering and overreaching the downs ; the 
summit still poised in the clear, cloudless air 
far above us, and our company just emerging 
and slowly creeping like invects round cliffs we 
long ago ha ve left. 

t is done. lam at the“ Tip-top House,” 
and out of the saddle.

North, east, 
south, and west, I slowly Wheel and take it all 
in. Mountains after mountains, upparently 
in wild, lawless but fixed billows, with inter- 
spersed rivers and lakes, are on every side, but 
predominate towards the west. ‘Ibe appear- 
ance is that we are in the center of a great ba- 
sin, 250 miles in diameter; that its rim of 
mountains is lifted up quite as high as we are, 
and that the whole intermediate space of the 
basin had been iv remote ages filled with some- 
what smaller mountains of all possible forins 
and sizes, and that they had then been shaken 
together.

We lingered till the rest of the eompany had 
left, and took our farewell of the summit of 
Mount Washington, having had a better day.

ity. 

Vince our last meeting, a most extraordin- 
ary state of things has existed in this, the chief 
city of our State. The people have spurned: 
from them the courts and officers of the 
law, and ruled the city by their own strong 
band. They have taken it upon themselves to 
sacrifice the lives of certain notorious offenders, 
and to banish a much larger number from the 
State: They have felt strong enough to dis- 
regard the Governor's proclamation, and defy 
his power. To a great extent, the State at 
large has sympathized with them, and offered 
to sustain them against all attempts to crush 
them. For months we have been on the verge 
of a fierce struggle, which would have in- 
volved, not the metropolis alone, but the whole 
commonwealth. 

Now, if no such movement was called for, it 
shows a feverish, restless state of public senti- 
ment, incompatible with morals. A truly 
moral community will have enough of the 

of patience, enough of revenue for the 
constituted authorities, and enough of dread of 
anarchy, to refrain from such a high-handed 
course, where there is a better and a safer

Tae Murper Casze.—At the inquest on Friday 


several witnesses were examined, but as no posis 
tive evidence had been elicited to fix the crime on 
any particular individual, further investigation 
was postponed until Saturday. In the meantime, 
Eugene Lackaway and Sophie Starker, have been 
arrested under the belief that they knew more of 
the affair than they told before the jury. These 
people live next door to where the murder was 
committed, and were quite intimate with the de- 
ceased, Victoire Rotond. Sophie kept for some 
years in New York, a house of ill fame, and ar- 
rived in California only lastmonth. She deposited 
in bank on the 3d of, October, $400, and on the 
day the murder was discovered, $200 more. Her 
evidence and that of Peter Madel, with whom she 
spent the night, were very contradictory. After 
she was arrested and taken to the station house, 
she was seized with spasms and violent fits, and 
during the night she gave eonsiderable trouble to 
theofficers: Lackaway, her paramour, who was 
sleeping that night on the trunks in Sophie’s back 
room, is supposed to know something certain 
about the murder, and Sophie is thought to be his 
accomplice. The whole affair will undergo rigid

It is a mistake to think that children 
love the parents less who maintain a prop- 
er authority over them. On the contra- 
ry, they respect them more. It is a cru- 
el and unnatural selfishness, that indulges 
children in a foolish and hurtful way. 

Parents are guides and counsellors to 
their children. As a guide in a foreign 
land, they undertake to pilot them safely 
through the shoals and quicksands of inex- 
perience. If the guide allows his follow- 
ers all the liberty they please,— if, because 
they dislike the constraint of the narrow 
path of safety, he allows them to stray in- 
to holes and precipices that destroy * 
to slake their thirst in brooks that poison 
them, to loiter in woods full of wild beasts 
or deadly herbs,—can he be called a sure 
guide? 

Aud is it not the same with ‘our chil- 
dren? They are as yet only in the preface 
—or, as it were, in the first chapter of the 
book of liſe. We have nearly finished, or 
are far advanced. We must open the pa- 
ges for these younger minds. If children 
see that their parents act from principle, 
they do not find fault without reason— 
that they do not punish because personal 
offence is taken, but because the thing It- 
self is wrong-—if they see that while they 
are resolutely but affectionately refused 
what is not good for them, there is a wil- 
lingness to oblige them in all innocent 
matters—they will soon appreciate such 
conduct. 

If no attention is paid to the rational 
wishes—if no allowance is made for youth- 
ful spirits—if they are dealt with in a hard 
and unsympathizing manner, the proud 
spirit will rebel, and the meek spirit be 
broken. Our stooping to amuse them, our 
condescending to make ourselves one in 
all their plays and pleasures at suitable 
times, will lead them to know that it is not 
because we will not, but because we can- 
not attend to them, that at other times we 
refuse to do so. 

A pert or improper way of speaking 
ought not to be allowed. Clever children 
are very apt to be pert; andiftoo much ad- 
mired for it, and laughed at, become ec- 
centric and disagreeable. It is often very 
difficult to check our own amusements; but 
their future welfare should be regarded 
more than our present entertainments. It 
should never be forgotten that they are 
tender plants committed to our fostering 
care; that even a thoughtless word or care- 
less neglect may destroy a germ of immor- 
tality; and that we must ever, like watch- 
ful husbandmen, be on our guard.— Ando- 
ver Advertiser.
